records a series of brief stories 
of the origin and meaning of 
the names of the counties of 
California.

Amador County—Created May 
11, 1854. The meaning of this 

word in Spanish is “lover of in¬ 
animate objects.” This county 
most probably derived its name 
from either Sergeant Pedro Ama¬ 
dor of from Jose Marie Amador, 
his son. Sergeant Pedro Amador 
was one of the prominent settlers 
of California. He was an adven¬ 
turer and a soldier in the Spanish 
army, coming to California in 
1771, after serving in San Diego 
and Santa Barbara was trans¬ 
ferred to San Francisco. He died 
in San Jose' April 10, 1824, at 
the age of 82 years. His son, 
Jose Maria, was bom in San 
Francisco on December 18, 1794, 
and was also a soldier and a re¬ 
nowned Indian fighter. He ob¬ 
tained a large grant from the 
Mexican government, and after 
the discovery of gold forsook pas¬ 
toral pursuits and went to the 
Southern mines on the Mother 
Lode, where he greatly increased 
j his fortune. 

The county of Amador is 
known as the land of romance 
and gold. The “Heart of the 
' Mother Lode,” it once was the 
home of Captain Weber, Captain 
I John A. Sutter, Kit Carson, Mark 
I Twain and Brete Harte. The 
county contains the most exten¬ 
sive quartz deposits to be found 
on the western slope of the 
Sierra. 

Near Jackson, two mines are 
over a mile deep. Of $610,000,000 
in gold produced In the Mother 
Lode counties, Amador has given 
$265,000,000. In addition to gold 
mining, cattle ranches, dairy 
farms and fruit orchards, this 
county is one of the most in¬ 
teresting fields of research in 
California for geologists and min¬ 
ing experts.

Among the petunias there are 
large and small flowers, single 
and double, both trailing and 
bushy habits of growth.

Why They Come To Sierra Madre 

(Editorial from the Los Angeles Times) 

A MONG the incorporated cities the small ones lead the pro¬ 
cession, Manhattan Beach, Sierra Madre and Claremont 
registering in the highest percentages. The first is one 
of our most conservative beach resorts, the second a foothill 
haven famed for its health and beauty, and the third a center 
of learning and quiet culture. If this is any criterion of what 
people are looking for today, statisticians can draw their own 
conclusions. 

The estimate of population Increases in the cities of Los 
Angeles county, made by the Western Statistical Association, 
furnishes some interesting comparisons. While we are not 
growing at the same rate as in our maximum period from 
1910 to 1930, we are adding to our numbers probably more 
than we can comfortably assimilate during the present pro¬ 
longed National convalescence. Our relief rolls have grown 
considerably faster, relatively, than our gross population, 
thanks in considerable part to the four-year influx of indigents. 

According to this survey Los Angeles city grow from 
1,238,048 in 1930 to 1,351,140 in 1934. By the same estimate 
the population of Los Angeles county for the same period in¬ 
creased from 2,208,492 to 2,424,450. Apparently the major 
post-census trend has not been to the populous centers, for 
while the average gain for the 45 incorporated cities has been 
less than 9 percent, it has been almost 15 percent for unin¬ 
corporated territory. The present population of the State is 
put by the California highway survey at 6,190,000 against 
5,677,251 in 1930. Statistical experts prophesy that the State 
population in 1960 will be 7,919,000, an increase at the rate 
of 1.34 percent annually: and that the ratio of persons over 
65 years of age will increase as a much greater rate. The 
average reath-rate in the United States went up about 2.5 
per cent in 1934, but dropped in California and a few other 
states.

day we are traveling in that di¬ 
rection, the counties handing over 
the maintenance of one after an¬ 
other of their principal highways 
and leaving new construction 
more and more to the State. Sub¬ 
stantial unification is certain to 
come. 

Second, the "Five County 
Plan.” Possibly, five grand di¬ 
visions are too few for the State; 
perhaps ten, more or less, would 
be better, but that was, and is, 
a matter of detail, quite different 
from the absurd 58 counties, one 
with 275 inhabitants, which we 
now have. We would do better 
by abolishing even the name of 
“county," calling the few grand 
divisions to be created “provin¬ 
ces,” "districts,” or some similar 
name. Look at the size of Los 
Angeles, San Diego, Riverside, 
Kern Tulare, Inyo or San Bernar¬ 
dino counties, and compare them 
with the tiny counties so common 
in the north, relics of the “horse 
and buggy” days. 

Will you dare say that the 
north’s multiplicity of small coun¬ 
ties give it better home rule or 
better government than do the 
souths’ great divisions? The sen¬ 
timental opposition advanced by 
Mr. Taylor undobutedly exists and 
must be considered. It will have 
to be overcome if the State is 
ever to have the government it 
should have and be able to main¬ 
tain its sovereignty against the 
Federal encroachments. 

Incidentally, we should hesitate 
about blaming Washington for en¬ 
croachments, for they have be¬ 
come inevitable and necessary be¬ 
cause of the self-weakening and 
disintegration from within of the 
States. It the State’s sovereignty 
does down, home rule will be re¬ 
placed by Washington bureaucrac- 
tic rule. 

Fourth, the State police bill. 
More than half the States now 
have State police. Has home rule 
been destroyed thereby? Oregon, 
Washington, Nevada, our imme¬ 
diate neighbors; New York, Penn¬ 
sylvania, Massachuetts, little Dele- 
ware on the Atlantic Coast, Mich¬ 
igan in the Middle West as well 
as many others, have state police, 
not to destroy the local sheriffs 
but to supplement their work. 
California has the nucelus of a 
State police in the State High¬ 
way Patrol. In what way has 
this interfered with home rule? 

Mr. Taylors’ third and fifth 
points I pass over. His argument 
that State centralization would 
create an unbeatable political 
machine is a very old one.. If 
true, it simply proclaims the 
American people incapable of 
self-government, and furnishes an 
overwhelming argument against 
home rule. 

But some of us maintain that 
the people can overturn any po¬ 
litical "machine” if they want to; 
that if a "machine” continues in 
power it is generally because, 
rightfully or wrongfully, the peo¬ 
ple are generally fairly well satis¬ 
fied with it .If they are, that is 
their business. The fact that we 
have thus far been able, when¬ 
ever we really desired, to ou3t 
a party from National power, is 
sufficient evidence that we can 
do the same with a State gover- 
ment regardless of its centraliza¬ 
tion.
